And  you  can  do  this  without  the 
slightest  interference  with  your  vegetables 
or  flowers.  You  can  grow  flowers  or  vege¬ 
tables  close  to  the  trunks  of  your  Espalier 
Trees.

WHERE  TO  PLANT  ESPALIER  TREES 

Plant  them  along  the  south,  east  and 
west  sides  of  walls  —  garden  walls  and 
fences,  garage  walls  and  house  walls. 
Train  them  on  an  arbor  leading  to  the 
garden.  Plant  a  row  between  the  vege¬ 
table  and  flower  garden  or  between  the 
cutting  flower  garden  and  the  landscaped 
part  of  the  grounds. 

Plant  a  row  of  horizontal  cordons  along 
the  top  of  the  retaining  wall. 

Plant  rows  of  single  cordons  along 
pathways. 

Wherever  there  are  bare  walls  to  be 
softened  or  boundaries  to  be  marked  are 
suitable  locations  for  Espalier  Fruit  Trees, 
except  that  the  north  sides  of  walls  and 
heavily  shaded  locations  should  be  avoided. 
Espalier  Trees  must  have  at  least  a  few 
hours  of  sunshine  daily. 

Espalier  Trees  bear  fruit  very  young. 
The  trees  offered  here  are  of  bearing  age.' 
If  planted  early  in  the  spring,  most  of 
them  will  bear  some  fruit  the  first  season; 
when  planted  in  the  fall,  the  flowers  and 
fruit  of  the  following  season  are  a  double 
joy.  The  yield  will  increase  as  the  trees 
grow  in  size  and  become  fully  established. 
In  Europe  many  plantings  of  Espalier 
Trees  have  supplied  fruit  for  successive 
generations  of  owners.
